•tone, which there ji tvtif reaaan lu 
believe btlungi Id a tertiary forma- 
tion. 

Nativet wete aonienhat nomerouj, and 
Captain H to* tx gtttt an account uf hi* 
having partially «ucc*td«£ in getting on 
board the Btegle a ime.ll family uf nalivei, 
trhodid not, however, tetain iitflcitnt con- 
to tfutt ihtir vrhite fiiendi 
Luuih ibdt found the native* un the gull' 
friendly, and artll auuainUd trilh Van 
Pitmen'. 0i ulf, which they called Fitohe 
Nelwrnbo. But OD kn occuion when, in 
loll, Lieutenant Valucil, of the ttntn- 
■tor/, went from Port Ellington lo vititlhe 
Alligator River, he found that the natitei 
were ignorant of (he pru» unity of Euro-, 
pearr* (8to«*>, ii., JOO) It i* qoilt clear, 
therefore, that rive year* at nee very little 
had been done to discover the character or 
vatlne of the ouuoUy about Arnbaim ■ 
Laud. The oSceri of the Jeayb have 
added much to the geographical hutory of 
it , and we look with anxiety to the de- 
tail! of Sir TrioUm IIitckBij. and Mr. 
LBtctmiBirr, of what, we think, will be 
found an interesting and valuable terri- 
tory.

rocky mound about ISO feet high.''

The rifer here allered it* level three

Alligator, al the fool uf a high range, he 
found ptfmatiU; and he obnrve*. re-

Thit latter was shown 
to ut, and it agree* in eharaetetwith tome 
of the altered *anditone* of Mew South 
Walts, which have been linked by contact 
with igneous rocks, Atpegmatttt is an- 
other word for grapkie granite, which ia 
a binary compound of laminated felspar 
and EjiiarU, without mica, there ii a perfect 
agreement between Lttcuiuatvr and the 
officer* of the Beagle in all points of ob- 
servation. We learn from both parties, that 
a* Stoke* found rocks of " a primitive 
character " at Sunday Strait, star the 
entrance to the Kite Roy, that Arnheim's 
Land i* a granitic regiun, (hut perhaps nol 
primary, for the granite may be younger 
than ti stated,) covered up by tertiary 
rocks, and there is no queslion that it 
mint, of necessity, abound in spriugi and 
streams, which gush out frum the |ih*ncj 
of contact of the two formations.

It wu found very narrow, and blocked 
up by mangroves, which grow over a 
wide apace, giving passage only to tiny 
streams of skit water, in the shape of 
creek* and arms, perfectly silent except 
from tilt presence of curlews and white 
ibiaea.

nounc** " tie Adelaide the defeat rimrr 
in Atuiralim" Natives were met with m 
a bark canoe fifteen feet long, sewn to* 
gethtr with much neat near. Haftt were 
in use to the westward. The upper jawj 
of the native* had lo*t their two front 
teeth, but their bodies were not dis- 
figured. Tbrv did not show alarm at 
the ri*k of meeting alligator*, but were 
much frightened by the explorers. 
Coarse wiry grata dotted the plains, hu!- 
lowed by evaporated water, which had 
left a clayey, cracked, hard, muddy -oil, 
partially abounding with shells of a helix. 
Flies tuok the place of mosquitos, popping 
into the mouths of the explore ri at meal 
limes. Un August Sth the temperature 
ranged from 77' to 67' and 92'. 

The Adelaide it navigahle fm fifty

Shoali (root it for five mile* ; the channel 
it narrow, and from three to four fathoms 
deep. The entrance is S. 10- K. from the 
month. Coral reef* line the eastern shore, 
the entrance being an the western side. 
Springlidei rite I a feet, at S o clock high 
water. Escape diif*, where ship* should

W. of Port EmiDgton | (he

Tbe Adelaide seems lo be an 
discovery, and may hereafter 
qnerttrd. 

We have now noticed the whole of the 
rivers in (be north-west cornerof the con- 
tinent, of wbieh discovery wu made by 
the Beapla, and we shall therefore proceed 
to a brief notice of the new line of coast 
explored by Captain Stoats, between 
Roebuck Bay and Tattle Isle, ia 20 0 S. 

The country northward erf the formar is 
composed of flat plain., fenoed from th* 
tea by low sands, on* platforms (muted by

The natives for 200 mites up this coast 
ire a peculiar race, black in colour, spare 
in limba, with dark straight or curled 
hair tied up behind, bearded on the chin, 
but not on the upper lip— the beard » 
long they can bite n off and tpit it away j 
their brows overhang— they have large 
note*, full lips, and wide mouth*. In 
tome ttib • imly, the two front teeth are 
wanting , they are incurious and ignorant, 
suspicion! raihti than treuherout, rnd 
ote neither pro* not canoe, tut rafts 
only. 

South uf Roebutk Ray, the coast teem* 
to have been but imperfectly known, if 
al all, even to the old navigator* uf two 
hundred yean ago, 

On another expedition, Captain STntn 
sighted the land near Cape Bosaut, which 
he found to be in tl 22 8, aud 121-1", K 
" On the south side opttird a bay, tu'u 
miJn deep, with a am all tughwater inlet 
at it* bead.

in auch an extent of country, and truly 
eignijicant of it* mint of/crtiiitv. That 
meh an extent of Ihe Anttrallan continent 
should hate been left lo be added to- the 
portion ol tbe globe discovered bv the 
Beagle wu remarkable ; and although day 
by day our hopes of accomplishing any 
important discovery declined, * certain 
degree of excitement wu kept alive 
throng ho ut." 

In IU-4S S. bird I 2» ,tr> E, a reddish 
hillock, of 36 feet in elevation, made its 
appearance. Crossing the beach, a line uf 
reddiih undttone cliff ■, 13 feet high, wu 
attended, and found to face a bank of sand 
hound (oge(her by tpintfer, 

A low rocky ridge of touts* ferruginous 
sandstone closed up a valley between it 
and the before-mentioned low ridge. In 
(he valley were brown grans and detached 
ittinled bushes. Water had lodged and 
evaporated. Saucer -like cakes ur mud 
curled over the tutfact. Prom the highest 
point, the interior presented nothing but 
i dreary plain, with grast and detached 
clumps of grten brush WOud. The toil, ai 
shown by the burrows of iguanu was a 
mixture of sand, clay, and vegetable 
matter ■ doubtless, allarial. " No trace 
of kangaroo* orofnstivea, not even the 
jignofa fire, greeted us on thia inhospi- 
table cout."

South of this the cout present! low pro- 
jection!, and 11 mi'ei front it a detached 
rocky letlgc extended two miles fium (he 
shore ; and at the end of 20, commenced 
a tine of low red sandstone cliffa five 
milea in extent. " Here," adds Stokks, 
<* wt for the riral time saw native tires ; 
and the country was evidently higher." 

Southward, Or rather we it ward of Ihii, 
the c lunlty gradually, but leisurely, al- 
tered its asprcl, with mangrove swamps anil 
low hills, till in 20 0 S. and 11 •.•,«► V... 
and to S. 7- E. of it, nearly 13 mile* 
away, appeared the first remarkable ele- 
vation in 200 nsilea of distance. Here 
iiumI* were found. 

From the above statement wt are ltd to 
place the norlh'Western outlet of the dried 
strait, w-hich gradually expauda into 
Sivkt's and Brntr'a Deiett, and whose 
southern edge it tbe Australian Bight, in 
the detect coast region of Captain Stoxu, 
between Roebuck Bay and Turtle Isle. 
And we think we bave now data to esta- 
blish the probability that New liolland 
will eventually be found to be computed 
of four wedge-«haped masses of country, 
at the fuur corners, whoie general inclina- 
tion will be found to correspond With the 
neeeniity of there being between them a 
great depression, not Teas than 300,000 
square milt* in area, which is partly 
occupied by a tertiary or r ece n t deposit, 
and drifted detritus, accumulated al tht 
bottom of a bay, Caspian, or strait*, now
